At the request of th e prest 
dent, Baron IJchida, th e Jap an ese am ­ 
bassador, called at the W hite House 
afte r luncheon, and in a long talk 
w ith Mr. l a i t was assured th a t there 
w as no foundation ' for the reports 
th a t th is governm ent, in ordering the 
troops to Texas and th e M exican bor* 
der, had one eye directed across tha 
Pacific. 
Prim arily, th e president called in 
th e Japanese am bassador to congratu­ 
la te him upon the consum m ation of 
the negotiations for th e trea ty of com­ 
m erce 
and navigation 
betw een th e 
i U nited S tates and Japan. 
The form al 
t exchange of treaties betw een the two 
| nations would be m ade on April 4. 
T he president told th e Japanese am 
i bassador that never, so far as his 
I know ledge perm itted him to speak, 
bad th e relations betw een th e United 
S tates and Japan been m ore friendly. 


Jap W ar Talk Ridiculous. 


The president told callers th a t he 
w as very much surprised 
when he 
returned from his southern vacation 
to find reports of trouble w ith Japan 
flying through th e country. T he presi­ 
d en t told his visitors that such re­ 
ports w ere m ost ridiculous and un­ 
w arranted. 
The M exican tangle was taken up 
by the cabinet. 
It was the first m eet­ 
ing of th e president's official family 
in two weeks, but other business was 
of secondary im portance com pared to 
th e discussion of the T exas m anoeuv­ 
res and the situation in the republic 
south of the Rio G rande.

T hese m arksm anship experim ents, 
testing on the one side the m odern big 
guns and projectiles and on the other 
tile arm am ent needs of the navy, al­ 
though the arm or of the Ran Marcos 
Is of an old type, w ere conducted with 
alm ost uncanny secrecy, 
No one was 
perm itted to approach the San M ar­ 
cos, except th e official observers and 
one or two naval officers and officials.

The San M arcos also had 
been driven out of broadside range by

Twice a fte r­ 
ward shells set the hulk afire 
T hese ace som e of the things th at 
Bef retary Meyer saw when he board 
eu Die San Marcos between volleys. 
Tlie dum m ies representing sailors in 
the fighting top of the ship unscathed, 
in spite of the great num ber of vol­ 
leys fired af the ship 
This was a 
trib u te to the excellence of the gun 
pointers' work, as they were ordered 
to confine their fire to the hull ani 
tu rrets 
A raging fire Inside the ship caused 
by the explosive shells which pene­ 
trated her sides- made it im possible 
for the observers to go below the 
main deck to ascertain the dam age. 
A shell som ewhat broken inside of 
the conning tower, whose Hunch steel 
wail ii had pietcied on one side This 
was not an explosive shell. 
A num ber of holes clear through 
(lie hull from one side to the other, 
the greatest dam age being done on the 
farthest side of the ship 
None of 
these holes, however, were through 
the ll inch arm or belt. 
Some dead anim als and chickens

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MILK FEVER TREATMENT. 


Proper Method of Injecting A ir Into 
th 9 Cow’s Udder. 
• The air treatment for milk fever Is 
a simple one. 
The apparatus manu­ 
factured by several companies makes 
It easy to inflate the udder with air 
aud Is nothing more or less than a bi­ 
cycle pump modified, of course, to do 
this work to better C hantage, says 
Hoard's Dairyman. 
A bicycle pump 
may be used In the absence of the 
pump manufactured especially for this 
purpose. 
The end of the instrument Is a t­ 
tached to a small tube which Is In­ 
serted In the end of the teat. 
Care 
should be taken to sterilize the tube in 
boiling water or corrosive sublimate; 
also to wash the end of the teat, as 
there is great danger of doing more 
harm than good to the udder. 
After 
the tube Is inserted in the tent the 
operator forces the air Into the udder 
with the pump. 
Each quarter Is In- 
tnflated, and care should be taken not 
to distend the udder too much. 
In the 
treatment of milk fever mid garget it 
Is customary to place rubber bands 
around each teat to prevent the air 
from escaping too rapidly. 
For milk 
fever it sometimes requires a second 
Injection, but if the bands are used 
one treatment Is usually enough. 
For garget the udder Is not flued 
quite so full as for milk fever, and 
after the adder is Inflated it is thor­ 
oughly massaged, especially the quar­ 
ter affected with garget.
